Kiyev  on  the  south  side  of  the  Kiycv  - Zhitomir 
highway  (Figure  1). 

The  2 associated  installations  cover  approx- 
imately 1,300  acres.  Facilities  include  a closed- 
circuit:  tracked- vehicle  driver-training  area,  a 
closed- circuit  probable  tracked- vehicle driver- 
training  area,  a closed-circuit  wheeled- vehicle 


driver- training  area,  a multistory  probable 
administration  building,  2 multistory  probable 
barracks,  and  6 support  buildings,  a vehicle 
shed,  a vehicle  maintenance  building,  and  a 
small-arms  firing  range  (Figure  2). 

The  area  is  covered  by  14  KEYHOLE  mu  - 
sions  between  June  1961  and  August  196 1. 
Photography  indicates  heavy  track,  activity  n 
the  summer  months  but  very  light,  activity  a 
the  winter  months.  No  significant  changes 
were  observed  during  this  time. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

The  Kiyev  - Zhitomir  highway  immediately 
north  of  the  area  serves  the  training  area. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  1.)  contains  L multistory  probable  ad- 
ministration building,  2 multistory  probable  bar- 
racks, and  4 support  buildings.  ihc  area 
serves  as  the  support  area  for  the  training 
area.  Limited  permanent  facilities  indicate 
that  it  may  be  used  as  a bivouac  area. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  .1  contains  a 285-  by  30-foot  vehicle 
shed  and  a 70- by  40- foot  vehicle  assistance 
building. 

Small-Arms  .Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 650-  by  80- foot  small-arms 
firing  range.
